Dean Esmail mentioned that we are late in 
recommending new hires compared to other faculties within the 
University. Dean Esmail would like the hiring committees to speed up the 
process. 


Dean Esmail also announced that there are two new appointments for 
department chairs as of June 1; Dr. Alkass (BCE) and Dr. Pugh (MIE) for 


a5 year term. 


Finally, Dean Esmail also announced that the Faculty is trying to renovate 
the staff lounge in order to make it more hospitable and inviting. Plans are 
underway to host President Lajeunesse in the staff lounge. Dean Esmail 
hopes that the proposed new features will help attract Faculty members 
and staff in order to make the lounge an inviting place that will create 
academic synergy and a good exchange between Faculty and Staff.
